Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: John Low called the Examiner to request a new written restriction 
due to claims 15-20 being absent from the restriction requirement. Although these additional claims comprised more 
than one sequence (as demonstrated by multiple SEQ ID NOs), the Examiner was very familiar with the subject area 
having allowed the immediate parent application, and the Examiner appreciated the close relationships between the 
multiple sequences, as he discussed the application with Applicant's representative. After much discussion, John Low 
decided to forego his request for a new formal written restriction requirement, in lieu of the Examiner's suggestion that 
claims 15-20 could be examined along with the other Group II claims (claims 10-14) of the instant application. This 
suggestion was acceptable to both the Examiner and Applicant's representative because there would still be only two 
inventive groups for the Applicant to choose from for an examination in the originally set statutory time period, overall 
pendency would not be increased by sending out an additional formal written restriction, and best practice compact 
prosecution would be maintained . 
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
